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Commodities Comment 


Week Ending May 7,1982 


The commodity markets in grains 
and livestocks are finally moving on 
their own Inherent fundamentals rather 
than on news of the Falkland Islands. 
For the past month, grains have moved 
higher in price as the crisis between 
England and Argentina became more 
complicated. ..When .a..compromise 
began to surface late last week, the 
wheat, corn, .and aoybean markets 
dropped significantly in price. The 
“bearish" scenario in the grains is in 
stark contrast to the rip roaring "Bull 
markets" In livestock. Hogs, cattle and 
bellies all moved sharply higher this 
past week reaching the highest prices 
since 1975. That’s quite impressive 
since the U.S. economy is supposedly in 
a recession. 

The. Falkland Island crisis is now 
playing second fiddle in the mind of 
commodity traders. The focus is now on 
interest rates and new crop growing 
conditions. On the interest rate front 
the bond and T-bill markets exploded 
this week hitting the highest level in six 
months. (When interest rate futures go 
higher it suggests that the prime rate is 
headed lower.) The financial 
community is still dividod as to where 
intorest rates are headed. Near-term it 
appears that the prime could drop to 
,tho 12 to 14 porcent level by summer. 
But some, such as Henry Kaufman, 
Chief Economist for Salomon Brothers, 
feels that by years-end the prime will 
be back to 20 to 22 percent. The 
direction of intoreat rates is a real erap 
shoot right now. The key to long-term 
prices for grains and eventually 


“bulls" believe that pork bellies are 
going to *1.00, cattle into the mid *70 
range and hogs $66 plus all before 
summer. So Tar there are no indications 
that a top in meat prices has been 
reached. 

The livestock markets are vastly 
overdue for a substantial break. When 
a break occurs, and from what level, is 
anyone’s guess. My suggestion is to be 
very careful trading the long side of the 
livestock at this particular time. A 
sharp set-back will occur and it will 
hurt if you’re caught in it at the wrong 
time. Try not to "pick a top” in the 
livestock and let this beautiful bull 
market (amid a 97s percent 
unemployment) ran its course. At this 
writing June Hogs closed at $60.55, 
June Cattle $71.80, and July Bellies

prices which are at historically low 
levels and Improving the overall econ¬ 
omy in agriculture.
